CHAPTER 104

AN ACT to create 61.10 (5) of the statutes, relating to providing interim
officers for newly incorporated villages.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembly,
do enact as follows:

61.10 (5) of the statutes is created to read:

61.10 (5) INTERIM OFFICERS. All officers of the town embracing the
territory thus incorporated as a village shall continue in their powers
and duties as theretofore until the first meeting of the board of trustees
at which a quorum is present. Until a village clerk is chosen and qualified,
all oaths of office and other papers shall be filed with the clerk with
whom the petition was filed, who shall deliver them with the petition
to the village clerk when he is qualified.
